REPORT. 


The  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  Mnder  an 
order  of  ihe  House  of  Delegates  lo  ascerlain  forihwilli  ;lie  amount 
of  fees  and  eiTioIiiinents  of  office  received  by  the  clerks  of  Balti- 
more city  court,  of  Baltimore  county  court,  of  the  register  of 
Wills  for  Baltimore  city  and  county,  and  of  the  sheriff  of  Balti- 
more ciiy,  for  the  yeai's  1845,  184G  and  1847,  beg  leave  to  Kporl; 

That  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  House,  imir.ediafely  upon 
their  appointment  they  directed  their  atten;ion  to  the  enquiries 
enumerated  in  said  order,  and  that  they  prosecuted  them  wiih  as 
much  rapidity  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  would  allow. 

The  necessary  attendance  of  the  several  members  on  various 
other  important  committees  of  the  House,  and  the  slow,  miiiule 
and  tedious  nature  of  the  investio-ation  they  had  in  charge  pre- 
vented a  full  and  thorough  examination  into  all  ths  departnrentsof 
which  they  were  dir'ected  to  enquire. 

As  the  session  drew  towards  a  close  they  found  that  the  accti- 
mulation  of  business  with  other  committees  and  in  the  House, 
made  such  a  constant  demand  upon  their  time,  as  to  r-equir"e 
theirr  to  abandon  further  examination  and  to  repon  to  the  House 
the  result  of  the  investigation  so  far  as  it  had  beerr  proceeded  in. 
The  following  is  the  result : 

Having  determined  first  to  investigate  the  fees,  emolumenrs  and 
profits  of  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Baltimor-e  city  court,  they  had 
sumnrroned  befor^e  them  various  witnesses,  and  among  them  Mr. 
Savery,  cl^rk  in  said  office  under  Mr.  Gatchell  the  present  incum- 
bent. From  him  they  learned  that  the  varrous  sources  from 
whence  the  said  fees,  emoluments  and  pr"ofits  of  office  were  deriv- 
e;l,  ot  their  amounts  could  be  ascertained,  were  as  follows : 

Fit'st. — The  amoirnt  received  fronr  city  register,  including  cer- 
tain commissions  allowed  on  certain  licenses  by  act  of  assembly, 
which  could  be  furnished  by  saiel  register. 


Secondly. — ^Vhe  amount  received  in  (Tie  way  of  commissions  on 
license  money  paid  into  the  Slate  tieasury,  and  upon  stampS; 
wliicli  could  be  furnished  by  tlie  TreasuiCi. 

1^{^i,jly The  amount  of  moneys  received  b}^  the  said  clerk  fiora 

niituralizalions,  declarations  of  intentions,  consiable's  bonds,  ad- 
niissiop.s  of  attornies  and  searches,  which  couhl  be  furnished  by 
said  witness,  Mr.  Savery  from  the  records  cf  the  office. 

Fourthly. — The  amount  received  from  the  sheriff  of  BaUimore 
city,  which  could  be  furnished  by  said  witness  as  also  by  the  said 
sher'ift",  Mr.  Kettlewell. 

Fifthly. — The  amount  of  fees  received  for  issuin*  licenses  at 
50  cents  for  each  licenscj  which  could  be  ascertained  by  reference 
to  the  treasury  of  the  Stale. 

The  committee  having  ascertained  these  sources  of  information, 
made  calls  upon  the  Treasurer  of  *he  State,  upon  the  Register  of 
Baltimore  city,  and  upon  Mr.  Savery  the  clerk  ia  the  office  of  the 
city  court,  who  severally  furnished  the  various  statements  here 
following  :

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  annual  average  net  receipts  of  the 
office  for  (he  last  three  years,  is  $5,726.05. 

The  committee  are  not  aware  fhat  ihere  rs  any  source  of  infor 
mation  from  v/hich  this  amount  may  he  enhanced. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  teslimony  of  Mr.  Savery  proves  that 
for  the  said  three  years  there  are  also  the  following  charges  upon 
the  books  of  the  clerk.

Which  makes  an  average  per  annum  for  llje  3  years  of  ^176  47 
Should  these  amounts  ever  be  collected,  and  the  committee  have 
no  testimony  which  would  authorise  them  to  say  that  they  will  or 
can  be  collected,  ihe  annual  average  profifs  of  the  office  would  be 
further  increased  by  the  amount  pel  annum  $149.13. 

In  addition  to  tjiese  facts  thus  elicited,  the  committee  had  sum 
moned  before  iiniin,  Mr.  Medcalfe,  the  former  incumbent  of  the  of- 
fice, who  upon   examination  stated  tiiat  he  had  been  in  the  oflSce 
for  the  space  of  eighteen  years. 

That  being  called  upon  by  the  Legislature  in  1844  or  1845  he 
made  a  return  to  that  body,  showing  the  profits  of  the  office  for 
the  first  seventeen  years  that  he  enjoyed  it  up  to  1S43  inch.sive, 
and  since  that  time  he  had  been  enabled  to  make  an  estimate  for 
the  year  1844,  which  he  presented  to  the  committee  and  is  the 
paper  marked  memorandum  B.,  filed  with  the  exhibits  returned  by 
this  committee.  From  this  testimony  it  will  be  seen  that  the  gross 
amount  of  his  office  for  the  seventeen  years  was  the  sum  of

Wh^ch  was  the  clear  profits  of  the  office  to  Mr.  Medcalfe  for  that 
peried.  It  will  be  remembered  (hat  he  was  not  subject  to  the  an- 
nual tax  o;'  SljOoO  00  now  imposed  by  law  upon  ths  incumbent 
of  the  office,  and  hence  it  is  not  deducted  from  said  last  amount. 
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The  memorandum  B,  before  spoken  of  as  furnished 
by  liiiii  for  the  year  1844,  shows  that  the  gross 
receipts  of  the  office  for  that  year  was  ihe  sum  of 

The  witness  testified  that  this  amount  exceeded  in 
(he  items  of  declarations  of  intentions  &  naturali- 
zation fees,  the  amount  of  any  previous  year  by  \he 
sum  of  ,^1,000,  and  he  atiiibmed  it  to  liie  unusual 
efforts  to  make  voles  that  fall,  there  being  an  im- 
portant election  of  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  Governor  of  the  State.  If  you  deduct

So  that  (liking  either  estimate  as  the  basis  of  a  calculation  of 
ihe  profits  of  the  office  during  Mr.  Medcalfe's  incuinbency,  it  will 
be  found,  if  you  subject  the  annual  amount  of  profits  to  the  tax 
now  imposed  by  law,  that  said  amount  will  be  less  than  what  the 
committee  make  the  profits  of  the  ofiice  during  the  incumbency  of 
Mr.  Gate  hell. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  Mr.  Savery 
testifies  to  the  fact  that  the  general  business  of  the  office  has  de- 
clined within  the  last  few  years,  a  declension  common  to  most,  if 
not  all  the  rcurtsof  the  State. 

Mr.  Kettlcwell  the  city  sherifT  gives  the  reason  why,  notwith- 
standing this  general  declension  of  business,  (he  profits  of  the  office 
have  somewhat  increased  within  the  last  few  years. 

And  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact,  that  he  Mr.  Kettlewell  and 
Mr.  Gatcheli  the  incumbent  of  (he  cleiks  office  of  (he  city  court, 
have  been  extremely  vigilant  and  zealous  in  discovering  the  per- 
sons who  should  take  out  licenses,  and  the  amount  of  capi- 
tal employed  by  such  persons  in  trade,  (fee.  To  (his  unusual  care 
and  vigilance  upon  the  part  of  (hese  two  officers.  The  Treasury 
of  the  State  of  Maryland  is  indebted  for  many  thousand  dollars. 
The  commissions  <»llowed  to  the  city  clerk  for  this  increase  of  the 
revenue  to  the  State  upon  licenses  collected  in  small  and  larger 
amoimts  from  thousand  of  traders,  the  number  in  1847  being- 
4265,  will  account  in  a  great  measure,  if  not  entirely,  for  whatever 
increase  is  shown  to  exist  in  the  profits  of  the  office  during  Mr. 
Gaichfli's  incumbency  aver,  (hat  received  by^  bis  pf«d^9cc«o 
sofs. 
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Wnh.  these  facta  disclosed,  the  comtriittee  excuse  themselves  from 
any  further  detail  upon  this  branch  of  their  inquiry.  The  circum- 
stances under  whicli  the  r*^port  is  made;  known  as  t'ley  are  to  the 
House,  absolutely  prevent  it. 

Next  in  order,  the  committee  began  the  examiruvtion  into  the 
profits  of  the  office  of  sheriff  of  Baltimore  city.  They  had  sum- 
moned before  them  'srious  witnesses,  who  although  fieely  Willing 
to  testily  in  reference  to  all  subjects  proposed  to  iliem  by  the  vari- 
ous members  of  the  committee,  could  not  Irom  the  very  nature 
of  the  subject  matter  of  inquiiy,  give  any,  or  very  little  definite 
and  satisfactory  testimony.  After  several  days  thus  spent  in  unpro- 
fitatie  enquiries,  the  committee  concluded  that  ihr  only  way  in 
which  any  particular  or  definite  knowledge  of  the  profits  of  this 
office  could  iie  ascertained,  wou)d  be  the  production  and  examina- 
tion of  the  various  dockets  of  the  two  courts  of  Baltimore  city  and 
county.  Under  an  order  of  the  committee  and  by  a  summons,  the 
original  dockets,  the  judicial  do'kets,  liie  subpoena  dockets,  (fcc, 
of  the  said  seve:al  couits,  were  furnished  by  the  respective  clerks, 
and  ihe  commiitee  commenced  cxaiuining  them,  and  calculating 
the  profits  of  the  oflice  of  sherifi'  as  shown  by  each  of  said  dockets. 
This  mode  of  inquiry,  although  the  or.!}'  ^afe  one  by  which  any 
tolerable  calculation  of  the  profits  of  said  oflice  from  some  of  tiie 
most  productive  sources  of  revcnne  could  be  made,  was  pursued 
for  several  days,  lonor  enough,  Jiowever,  to  satisfy  the  committee 
that  it  was  impossible  to  finish  'heir  !?bors  during  (he  present  ses- 
sion, if  the  inquiry  should  continue. 

The  committee  therefore,  concluded  to  abandon  the  examinatioa 
into  this  j>ranch  of  their  ir.qujry,  and  they  are  not  prepared  there- 
foie,  to  make  any  estimate  of  the  profits  of  this  office,  unless  they 
a?sui)ie  the  statement  of  Mr.  Tracy,  the  predecessor  of  Mr.  Ket- 
tiev/eil,  as  the  basis  of  calculation.  This  basis  would  make  the 
annual  profits  to  be  a  little  rising  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  committee  next  directed  their  attention  to  an  inquiry  into 
Jhe  fees,  emoluments,  and  profits  of  the  office  of  the  cleikof  Bal- 
timore county  court.  They  m'^j^e  a  call  upon  Mr.  Berry  man, 
chief  clerk  in  said  department,  whose  testimony  the  committee 
furnjs^h  enti»e.  From  this  it  will  be  ?een,  that  the  committee  con- 
fined their  inqu'ry  to  fite  year  184.5.  Tor  the  reason  that  the  whole 
profit^  of  the  oitice  for  tl>at  year  wt:i'e  now  known,  and  because 
the  near  approach  of  the  end  of  the  session  v/ould  not  allow  aa 
examination  in'o  other  years.  It  will  bo  seen  further  from  the 
testimony  of  said  w^!(ne«s  (hat  the  general  business  of  the  office  or 
ratherthe  docket  business  and  the  record  business  have  diminished 
since  that  time.  Therefore,  though  they  assume  the  profits  of  that 
year  to  be  the  annual  profits  of  the  office,  it  might  perhaps  be  more 
just  tu  make  an  allov/ance  for  the  decrease  of  business  in  the  sub- 
sequent vears.  This  howevqr.  the  committee  have  not  done  for 
tht  wajU  of  ij^fe  definite  testimooy  than  is  ia  their  possession. 
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The  general  facts  disclosed  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Bcrryman, 
are  as  follows: —

House  of  Delegates  charged  with  the  duty  of  enquiring  into  the  fees 
and  emoiuinents  of  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Baltimore  county 
court,  and  o;her  officers,  and  reciuiring  from  the  undersigned  a 
statement  of  the  fees  and  en^.oluments  of  every  kind,  derived 
from  all  sources  in  said  office  for  the  year  1845,  together  with  the 
amount  sent  out  and  collected  since  the  year  1S45,  Bui  which 
amount  properly  belonged  to  the  emoluments  of  r-^aid  office  for  the 
said  year.  The  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  .state  that  he  has 
car  fully  inspected  the  nccuunis  wiiich  were  kept  by  the  direction 
of  the  piesem  clerk  in  the  year  1845  and  which  embrace,  as  the 
undeisigned  is  fidly  satisfied  the  receip!  of  eveiy  item  of  fees,  coni' 
missions  and  emoluments  of  every  kind  to  the  n)ost  minute  par- 
ticular paid  d'jring  said  year  to  said  clerk,  or  received  on  his  ac- 
count, and  from  which  it  appear::  that  the  gross  amount  of  fees, 
commissions  and  all  other  emolumen  s  so  received  or  paid  during

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And  iVom  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  ihc  undersigned  in 
sucli  matters,  he  is  confident  that  the  comparulively  small  amount 
of  the  fees  of  1845,  still  outstanding  are  worth  but  very  little,  as 
he  is  confident  that  after  such  a  lapse  of  time,  few  if  any  of  such 
fees  can  ever  be  collected.  The  undersigned  begs  leave  further  to 
slate  that  he  knows  of  no  increase  whatever  in  any  of  the  princi- 
pal or  ordinary  sources  of  revenue  of  said  office  the  above  period. 
That  as  it  regards  the  deeds  left  for  record  the  undersigned  hns sat- 
isfied Iiimself  by  an  examination  of  the  record,  that  tiie  number  of 
deeds  received  for  record  in  the  year  1847,  was  actually  less  than 
the  number  received  in  184-5.  And  that  as  it  regards  one  of  the 
■nrincipal  sources  of  said  revenue,  the  income  accruing  from  suits 
at  lavv"-,  it  has  within  a  few  years  past  materially  decreased. 

By  referring  to  the  annual  reports  made  to  the  treasury  of  (he 
liumbei  of  actions  at  law  instituted  in  Baltimore  county  court,  and 
comparing  (he  number  of  suits  brought  within  the  year  J845, 1846 
and  1847  with  the  number  of  similar  suits  instituted  within  the 
five  years  ne:-:t  immediately  preceding,  it  will  be  found  that  the 
average  annual  number  of  suits  within  the  last  named  period  was 
1,724  whilst  for  the  yeats  1845,  1846  and  1847  the  said  average 
annual  number  was  but  1,228. 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  furliier  to  state  that  he  has  ascer- 
tained by  a  careful  and  particular  examination  of  the  vouchers  and 
evidences  of  payment  in  ihe  possession  of  said  clerk,  the  amount 
of  the  necess;uy  expenses  for  clerk  hire  and  other  matters  during 
the  years  1845,  184b  and  1847.  And  that  the  anjount  so  paid  for 
clerk  hire  wiihin  said  three  years  was  -         -         $29,985  17

The  committee  beg  leave  to  state  for  reasons  heretofore  furnishr 
ed  in  this  report,  thai  they  were  hot  able,  for  the  want  of  time,  to 
reach  an  inquiry  into  the  fees,  emoluments  and  profits  of  the  office 
of  register  of  wills  cf  Baitimore  city  and  county.  They  catmot 
therefore  fuinish  to  the  Hou?eany  information  npcn  this  branch 
of  their  inquiry. 

The  comiidttes  before  conclrding  their  report,  conceive  it  to  be 
an  act  of  justice  to  stale  that  Mr.  Galciiell,  Mr.  Kettieweil.and 
Mr.  Bradford  attended  at  Various  times  the  meetings  of  the  com- 
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mittee,  and  expressed  and  exhibited  n  willingness  to  do  any  thing 
that  might  facihtate  the  examination  on  (he  part  of  your  committee, 
Tiie  commiiiee  having  thus  furnished  to  the  House  the  result 
of  their  investigation,  it  being  all  that  ihey  are  auiliorised  to  do 
under  the  order  by  which  they  were  appointed,  submit  the  whole 
matter  to  its  consideration  and  action,  and  beg  to  be  dischatcred 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Since  the  foregoing  report  was  concluded,  the  imdcisigned  have 
been  furnished  widi  an  additional  exhibit,  marked  H  b}-  the  chair- 
man, which,  is  relumed  to  the  House  w^'ih  the  other  papers  belong- 
ing to  the  coir.miltee.  Had  it  been  furnished  earh'erji;  would  have 
been  the  subject  of  comment  in  the  foregoing  report  To  slate 
briefly  its  character,  it  is  a  statement  furnished  by  the  Treasurer, 
in  obedience  to  a  call  of  the  House,  showing  the  amount  of  reve- 
nue accruing  to  the  Staio  frcii  several  sources,  and  parsing  through, 
the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  Balumorc  county  couit,  upon  which  he 
receives  certain  fees  iind  commissions.  It  comprises  the  years 
1845,  1S46  and  1847.  It  is  proper  to  state  that  so  much  as  relates 
to  the  year  1845  is  included  in  the  statement  furnished  by  Mr. 
Benynian,  which  has  aht ady  been  set  forth  in  the  above  report. 
The  paper  now  furnished  shows  some  slight  increase  in  the  profits 
of  the  office,  from  the  sources  indicated  in  it,  during  1S46  and  1S47 
over  1845.  The  committee  liave  not  the  time,  from  the  late  pe- 
riod at  which  it  has  been  furnished,  to  analyze  the  statements 
with  any  degree  of  particularity.  They  are  not  prepaied  to  say, 
whether  this  increase  for  the  years  1S46  and  1S4T,  is  more  or  less 
than  the  decrease  from  other  sources  for  the  same  years  as  stated 
in  Mr.  Berryman's  testimony.  The  testimony  in  the  case,  and 
the  exhibits,  are  returned  to  the  House  with  this  report.
